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Safety 
is ‘must’ 
during 
displays

With the fireworks season 
and the Fourth of July 
quickly approaching sev- 
eral public authorities col- 
laborated recently to 
educate the public on the 
hazards of illegal fireworks. 

The Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms 
(ATF), Michigan State Po- 
lice (MSP). Forensic Sci- 
ence and Fire Marshal 
Divisions, Detroit Police De- 
partment (DPD) and the De- 
troit Fire Marshal’s office 
expressed hope that the hol- 
iday season continues to be 
a safe celebration not a trag- 
edy that could have been 
avoided. 

Fireworks in any hands 
can be dangerous if the 
proper measures aren’t 
taken to ensure the safety of 
those around you, the offi- 
cials said. Several safety 
plans should be exercised 
when purchasing and han- 
dling fireworks. 

“First, recognize that all 
fireworks present a risk to 
people and property,” said 
Special Agent-in-Charge 
Stanley E. Zimmerman, 
ATF, Detroit Field Division. 
“Second, never buy or han- 
dle items with street names 
like M-80, M-100 or silver sa- 
lute (M-1000). These are ille- 
gal explosive devices - not 
fireworks - which can ex- 
plode without warning, and 
have killed many times.” 

Annually more than 
12.000 adults and children 
suffer from fireworks re- 
lated injuries in the United 
States. Law enforcement of- 
ficials hope the public does 
not confuse illegal explo- 
sive devices with Class C 
common fireworks. Com- 
mon fireworks contain 
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Vera Fedorak, special agent for the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms (ATF) explains the dangers associated with the 
sale and use of illegal fireworks. Representatives from the state 
were on hand to answer questions about legal/illegal devices, 
they included: (left to right) Robert Schmitt, Sup.

material that identify the 
producer and come with 
safety precautions regu- 
lated by the Consumer 
Product and Safety Commis- 
sion (CPSC). 

Other illegal fireworks 
prohibited by the Michigan 
State Police include bottle 
rockets, silver salutes, Ro- 
man candles, and fire- 
crackers.

The advisory committee 
consists of Councilmen Jim- 
mie Raspberry, Ellis Pen- 
nington and Randolph Gear. 

Both Collins and Edwards 
reportedly are opposed to the 
injection well. 

Pennington said he favors 
the naming of Edwards to the 
ZBA since it currently has no 
AfYican-American members to 
date. No such statement has 
yet to be released from either 
Raspberry or Gear. 

McLenon ironically was 
praised by both sides for his 
fair and controlled handling of 
the hearings of the controver- 
sial injection well application. 

Some residents even went 
so far as to say they hoped 
McLenon would run for mayor. 


McAnally, Oakley set for 
rematch in November

The long rumored rematch 
between Romulus Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally and her prede- 
cessor, former mayor William 
M. Oakley will apparently be 
conducted this November. 

Oakley announced last 
Thursday night that he defi- 
nitely has decided to run for 
the city’s top office. He will 
have to file his petitions with 
the City Clerk’s office by no 
later than June 20. 

Oakley, who is an indepen- 
dent in the construction field, 
said he made the decision last 
Wednesday night, after talking 
with a number of people who 
had encouraged him to run for 
mayor again. 

Oakley was one of the first 
councilmen elected in Ro- 
mulus in 1970, as the city’s 
charter was first approved by a 
scant margin of 62 votes. 

Among those also elected to 
that first city council ironically 
are current office holders. 


Jimmie Raspberry and Ellis T. 
Pennington. 

Oakley served on the coun- 
cil for seven years and was 
elected to three terms as 
mayor and actually was defe- 
ated by McAnally in 1983. 

Oakley also served on the 
Romulus School Board for 
over one term, first filling out 
an unexpired term of an in- 
cumbent and then being elec- 
ted to a full term. 

The former mayor said he 
has not drawn up any cairn 
paign platform, issues or prior- 
ities yet. 

Oakley also has been a 
member of the Romulus Ro- 
tary Club for 34 years. 

One of the most often asked 
questions this past week, is 
“Will McAnally and Oakley 
field opposing slates of council 
candidates?” 

The other is “Will incum- 
bent Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron seek another term?” 

Bergeron has been telling 
friends in recent weeks that he 
didn’t plan to seek another 


term on the council. But since 
candidates are known to 
change their minds, no one is 
taking that statement as a final 
one. 

A wide range of council can- 
didates also are preparing to 
battle for the seven council 
seats. At least 15 reportedly 
have taken out petitions for 
the election and if all file a pri- 
mary will need to be con- 
ducted on SepL 12. 

To date those who have filed 
include McAnally for mayor 
and Councilmen Michael Pry- 
byla and William Wadsworth 
and challengers Debra Romak, 
William Crova, Stanley Kreft. 

This year’s election cam- 
paign is expected to one of the 
most controversial and divi- 
sive, political insiders agree, 
as the community already is 
seriously split over the envi- 
ronmental well issue. 

Others are asking that the 
city conduct a referendum on 
whether citizens favor a possi- 
ble casino located within the 
city or not.

Ex-court official 
begins prison term

Former 34th District Court 
Administrator Nancy Sehuette 
sentenced to a one to 10 years 
prison term on June 7 by Re- 
corders Court Judge Craig 
Strong, reportedly has begun 
her incarceration period. 

The sentence followed her 
conviction of one count of em- 
bezzlement of court funds. 

Sehuette had been charged 
with three embezzlement 
counts, but the jury failed to 
reach a verdict on two of the 
other complaints. 

Sehuette. 41, of Belleville, 
who now is in the custody of 
the Michigan Department of 
Corrections, was found guilty 
of stealing $600. 


But Assistant Michigan At- 
torney General Mark Blumer 
revealed an audit of court fi- 
nancial records shows that up 
to $270,000 was missing. 

During the trial Blumer said 
the state was not attempting to 
show that Sehuette took all the 
missing money. 

The state provided financial 
records that revealed periodic 
deposits were made to the for- 
mer administrator’s personal 
bank account only days after 
funds were taken from the 
court deposits. 

The state had witnesses tes- 
tify that Sehuette illegally 
voided certain court deposits 
over a period of years.

A major effort to establish 
greater self esteem and con- 
flict resolution skills was cli- 
maxed last week for the 
“Circle of Friends” from Mer- 
riman Elementary School with 
a visit to Romulus City Hall. 

The “Friends” group in- 
cludes 48 second-, third- and 
fourth-graders who met from 
2:45 to 5:30 p.m. once a week to 
gain help with school home- 
work and to join in art, music 
and game projects under the 
direction of Barbara Blum and 
Megan Barber. 

The program that has 
worked successfully in the 
Taylor Schools for three years, 
was initiated at the Merriman 
School by Principal Andrea 
Williams. 

Each weekly session con- 
tained three or four compo- 
nents, Blum said, including 
homework time, art, recre- 
ation and either a guest 
speaker or special project. 

“The adults who work with 
the program model positive 
discipline and practice con- 
flict resolution skills with the 
children on an on-going basis,” 
Blum said. 

She further explained the 
children are given a lot of 
needed attention and nurtur- 
ing, as well as respectful atti- 
tudes and behaviors from the 
volunteer high school teen and 
adult helpers. 

On June 5, the young stu- 
dents visited Romulus City 
Hall, meeting first with Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and two 
staff members, Hafeeza 
Khalifa and Nina Wood. 


McAnally discussed posi- 
tive peer pressure with the stu- 
dents and urged them to be 
voices of reasons in their 
neighborhoods. 

She also asked the students 
to convince their peers not to 
damage or destroy community 
property-such as local park 
equipment. 

Wood, a co-op student from 
Romulus High School, read 
materials on saying no to drug 
offers and a city assessor rep- 
resentative displayed each 
child’s home listed on the city’s 
computer. 

The youths were also given 
a personal “I love Romulus” 
key chain and autograph from 
McAnally. 

The program is sponsored 
by the Mayor’s Substance 
Abuse Task Force. Blum is 
from the Romulus Help Cen- 
ter/CCODA Prevention of 
Hegira Programs. 

Williams was particularly 
proud of the impact the pro- 
gram had on her students’ self 
esteem and conflict resolution 
skills. 

“I witnessed them using the 
strategies at school they were 
exposed to during the program 
and their parents said they 
saw similar efforts at home,” 
Williams said. 

“Anuther exciting part of 
the program,” she said, “was 
that the eight or nine high 
school students who helped 
out provided mighty peer help 
for the younger students, as 
well as learning a great deal 
about society themselves.” 

Williams is hopeful that 
funding can be obtained to 
continue the “Circle of 
Friends” program this fall.

Sprinkle still awaits heart

Romulus heart patient 
Charles (Chuck) Sprinkle is 
back on his feet. 

Sprinkle, who spent more 
than 70 days immobile and on 
a balloon heart pump at Beau- 
mont Hospital, was given a 
new artificial heart device on 
May 24 at Pittsburgh Univer- 
sity Medical Center in Pit- 
tsburgh. 

He still is anxiously 
awaiting the donation of a hu- 
man heart. 

“They are teaching me how 
to walk all over again,” Sprin 
kle said from his hospital 
room. “After 80 days it feels 
great to be on my feet again. 
I’ve got two or three physical 
therapy specialists working 
with me.” 

Sprinkle’s wife, Pat, has 
been commuting back and 
forth from Romulus to Pit- 
tsburgh the last few weeks, un- 
til she finishes her job as 
school bus driver for the year 
on Friday. 

In the meantime, Sprinkle’s 


emotions are boosted by fam- 
ily visits from his sister. Helen, 
and brother-in-law, Don Van 
Riper from Tennessee, and 
others. 

“Just getting up each day 
out of bed has been a major 
morale boosrer for Chuck,” Pat 
relates. 

Sprinkle said his doctors 
are trying to get him to walk at 
least 1,000 feet every day in an 
effort to keep his other organs 
and muscles in good shape. 

He tries to sidestep issues 
such as quick organ donations 
to such media stars as former 
baseball great Mickey Mantle. 

“Hearts are the hardest or- 
gan to obtain,” Sprinkle ob- 
serves. “But I have vowed if I 
get a new heart and survive 
this physical crisis, I plan to 
work hard educating the nub 
lie about the need for organ 
donations.” 

Sprinkle, a former General 
Motors worker, has been out of 
work for more than 15 years 
because of his heart condition.- 

He has been “Number 1” of 
the Michigan heart ttansplant 
list for a long time.

When contacted Wednesday 
morning, Langley revealed she 
allowed McLachlan and others 
to speak on their concerns on 
the kindergarten issue, but 
when others tried to voice al- 
ternative opinions they were 
shouted at by McLachlan and 
others in his group. 

“I feel we extended every 
effort to allow the public to 
voice their views Tuesday 
night,” Langley said, “but 
when it got very nasty, loud 
and abusive I had to close the 
discussion period of the meet- 
ing. It was a hard decision to 
make, but if it happens again I 
will take the same action.” 

Langley said issues need to 


be discussed rationally, not in 
anger if any positive actions 
are to be taken. 

After McLachlan and other 
kindergarten action opponents 
left, she said, many positive is- 
sues were discussed concern- 
ing how Romulus students are 
very active in conflict resolu- 
tion efforts and the high school 
domestic violence symposium 
activists have won both state 
and national acclaim. 

We feel we have kept open 
communications with the pub- 
lic, Langley said, but admitted 
there is room for 
improvement. 

The only board member not 
to be listed in the latest recall 
effort was Kesner, who was 
just re-elected on Monday in 
an uncontested election that 
attracted 331 voters.

The school election re- 
sults are in. and not sur- 
prisingly. voter turnout 
was dismal. That to me, 
continues to be the top 
story when it comes to 
school elections. 

In the Wayne-Westland 
School District, where voters approved an 18-mill re- 
newal on non-homestead property and a 3-mill in- 
crease that will be utilized to combat a deficit, ap- 
proximately 6.500 voters went to the polls. Consider- 
ing the magnitude of the issues, that turnout was 
lousy. 

However. Wayne-Westland's turnout was better 
than most other districts in Western Wayne. For in- 
stance, Van Buren (Belleville) Schools had three can- 
didates running for two positions. The race attracted 
approximately 460 voters who decided to return in- 
cumbents Karl Gorham and Martha Toth to office. 
Certainly returning the incumbents was wise, but c- 
mon, 460 voters. I can’t believe that Van Buren voters 
are that apathetic. 

Despite a particularly heated race that pitted for- 
mer superintendent of schools Dr. Edmond Beverly 
and longtime Inkster educator Lorraine Patterson 
against two incumbents, less than 10 percent of the 
Inkster School District voters bothered to get off their 
easy chairs to make their way to the polling booth. By 
the way, if anybody cares, incumbents Lorenzo Moner 
and Norma McDaniel edged Patterson and Beverly in 
one of the closest races the Inkster School District 
has seen. 

Canton’s turnout was over 8.200. again not very good 
for a ballot that included 10 candidates running for 
two positions and two proposals. Candidates Michael 
Maloney and Carrie Blamer rose from the pack to win 
the four-year terms. 

Surprisingly, a 2.3 mill increase for enhancement 
programs went down to defeat by a 4.145 to 3.948 mar- 
gin in Plymouth-Canton. This might have occurred 
because many voters expressed confusion over just 
what the enhancement millage was going to be used 
for. That confusion apparently translated into “no" 
votes. 

Probably the biggest winner statewide, was the 
Wayne-Westland School District. Beset by all kinds of 
financial problems, the district did not decide to ask 
for the additional millage proposal until four weeks 
before the election. Of course, like all decisions this 
Board makes, this decision was met with boos and 
hisses from many people. Even supporters were 
against the additional millage because the campaign 
window had been greatly reduced. 

If it were appropriate to bet on such items, I cer- 
tainly would have tossed a lot of money on the “nay” 
votes triumphing on this item. I, thankfully, was 
wrong. Wayne-Westland voters approved the addi- 
tional 3 mills which should give their new superinten- 
dent a big building block to begin a new, prosperous 
era for this school system. 

And the loser tag goes to all those people that gripe 
about our schools yet couldn’t take the time to vote 
last Monday. The top story of this election is that 
most people could care less about their school sys- 
tem. That story. I’m ashamed to say. is one of the ma- 
jor reasons our system of education is in crisis. 

School labor-management 
relations hinder progress

season teacher contract talks get underway. 

As both an administrator and a parent of three 
public school students, I. too. am uneasy.

If, unlike last year, a vicious labor dispute between 
the players and management doesn’t disrupt the sea-

was his family. His seven 
month old daughter given a 
flag in remembrance of her 
father, will she get to hear 
the good things that police 
officer’s do, or will she only 
hear the things that make the 
news - the bad things a few 
officer’s are responsible for. 
In our society the bad news 
is what sells the newspapers 
and makes the ratings on 
television. Then I think of 
his wife, she probably sent 
him off to work with a good- 
bye kiss, a prayer for God to 
bring him home safe and 
confidence in her heart that 
he was a good officer so he 
would be all right. 


I do the same every day. 
My husband is a police offi- 
cer. I am thankful for each 
day that he and his fellow of- 
ficer’s come home safe. They 
aren’t just fellow employees, 
they’re the only thing they 
have to depend on when 
they're out on a run - each 
other. I give each officer a lot 
of credit, you really have to 
love your job to put your life 
in danger to protect each of 
ours.

Graduates 
get advice 

To the editor: 

It’s graduation time. And 
many new graduates will be 
entering the labor force. 
What advice would I give a 
new graduate facing today’s 
tough economy? 

First and foremost — seek 
employment in the public 
sector. Here’s why: 

There are really two 
economies — of nearly equal 
size — in the U.S. today — 
the public sector economy 
and the private sector econo- 
my. 

The public sector is a 
“command" economy — it 
gets its money through taxa- 
tion. If it wants more money 
— it simply “commands” it 
by raising taxes. 

On the other hand, the pri- 
vate sector economy is a 
“market economy" — it is 
competitive and “cost dri- 
ven.” Most of the "high value 
added" jobs in the private 
sector will eventually move 
“off shore" as corporations 
seek cheap labor, lower tax- 
es and less government regu- 
lation. 

Unfortunately, the combi- 
nation of cheap labor doing 
high value added work is too 
lucrative for big corpora- 
tions to ignore. And even if 


they did ignore it — their 
competitors would not. 

The U.S. private sector 
will, in my opinion, eventual- 
ly be reduced to primarily 
service sector jobs. The ser- 
vice sector, by definition, can 
not be moved off shore. 

Persons with enhanced 
skills in the service sector 
will still be able to have re- 
warding careers in the 21st 
century. 

Are you looking for total 
and absolute “Worker Nir- 
vana"? Then work in the 
public sector. Government 
jobs are nearly all union- 
ized. and provide some kind 
of essential monopoly ser- 
vice to the public. Wages are 
high and benefits generous. 
And public sector pension 
funds own a shockingly large 
percentage of the common 
stock in our large publicly 
traded companies. Wealth is 
truly concentrating in the 
public sector as never be- 
fore. 

Furthermore, I believe 
that wealth will continue to 
concentrate in the public 
sector's “command” econo 
my. Always remember — pay- 
ing taxes is not like “buying 
a Ford.” With taxes — you 
pay them, or else the bailiff 
is at your door. Ford Motor 
Co. can not send the bailiff 
after me if I buy a General 
Motors car. 

Working for the govern- 
ment then is truly the best of

Open primary 
proposed 


To the editor: 

An open presidential pri- 
mary would be held in Michi- 
gan in March 1996 under a 
measure moving through the 
Michigan Legislature. All 
other primary elections in the 
state are open except the pres- 
idential primary. 

House Bill 4435 is being met 
with strong opposition from 
the Democratic Party hier- 
archy at the state and federal 
level despite support from 
rank-and-file Democrats. In 
the House, the legislation was 
approved by an overwhelming 
vote of 100-4. 

Voters have made it abun- 
dantly clear, both by voice and 
deed, that the closed presiden- 
tial primary forced on us by 
the Democrats in the 1980s is 
unacceptable. In 1972, the last 
time Michigan held an open 
presidential primary, 47 per- 
cent of registered voters cast 
ballots. In the closed primary 
of 1992, voter participation 
dropped to a pitiful 18 percent. 

Voters have a right to pro- 
tect their privacy in the voting 
booth without giving up their 
right to participate in the elec- 
tion process. 

The privacy of the voting 
booth has stood the test of 
time. It is a process we can 
trust. Without privacy, partici- 
pation in the democratic pro- 
cess will continue to decline 
and cynicism and distrust of 
government will continue to 
build. 

Local election officials took 
the brunt of voter dissatisfac- 
tion and anger over the re- 
quirement to declare partv 


preference in 1992. And poll 
workers, who didn’t make the 
decision to close the primary 
election, watched in frustra- 
tion as voters walked away 
from the polls in huge nu- 
mbers, refusing to cast a ballot 
because they were required to 
register their party 
preference. 

The people of Michigan are 
entitled to openness of, acces- 
sibility to, and full participa- 
tion in the electoral process. 
Voter participation should be 
a higher priority than party 
leaders’ fear of crossover vo- 
ters. Closing the presidential 
primary excludes voters from 
a fundamental American right. 

Protecting the sanctity of 
the voting booth and ensuring 
citizens a voice in selection of 
candidates for national office 
are the issues driving this leg- 
islation. For these reasons, Re- 
publicans have strongly 
supported the bill. By opening 
up the primary, the respon- 
sibility for corrupting the pro- 
cess falls squarely on those 
Democrat leaders who defy 
public opinion and attempt to 
control the electorate.

Court starts 
‘ticking bomb’ 

To the editor: 

Michigan’s Supreme Court 
started a time bomb ticking 
which threatens funding for 
our schools and the new public 
education finance system. The 
court recently ruled in the 
Musselman case that health in- 
surance premiums for future 
school retirees must be 
prepaid. 

The effects of this decision 
are profound for Michigan 
schools: the cost of correcting 
past actions could reach $1 bil- 
lion for 1995-96 or about $700 
for each public school student 
in the state. The annual cost 
for pre-funding health insur- 
ance benefits could be several 
hundred million dollars a year 
over the next decade. 

Proposal A changed Michi- 
gan’s school finance system to 
require schools to pay the cost 


of school employees’ retire- 
ment. Prior to that, the state 
had controlled and paid for 
the system. The state still con 
trols the system. Retirement 
benefits are set by the legisla- 
ture and a state appointed 
board oversees the system, but 
schools now pay all retirement 
costs out of their basic founda- 
tion grant. It seems patently 
unfair to hold individual 
school districts responsible for 
something out of their control. 
Did the Supreme Court take 
this change into consideration 
in formulating its decision? 

If the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion is correct, the actions of 
state decision makers may 
have been pragmatic and well 
intentioned but legally erro- 
neous. Funds which had been 
set aside for paying insurance 
benefits of future retirees 
were instead used by the state 
to help pay the present ex- 
penses of Michigan’s K-12 edu- 
cation system. This meant that 
while other budgets were be- 
ing cut in the early 1990s, 
school funding was not re- 
duced. However, if the Su- 
preme Court holds to its 
decision, it is possible that 
your local school district will 
now be held financially liable 
for past actions of the state. 

The bottom line is there is a 
fixed amount of money to pay 
for all public goods and ser- 
vices. Prepaying health insur- 
ance costs for future retirees 
of public schools will reduce 
dollars available for current 
general education purposes. 
Back payment of the magni- 
tude involved in this case will 
blow up the system and cause 
widespread devastation of 
K-12 educational programs.

Even though the national di- 
alogue about education con- 
tinues to move forward, when 
it comes to labor management 
relations in school districts 
throughout the state, issues 
are considered in virtually the 
same way they were 20 or 30 
years ago. The adversaries of 
late summer act the same way 
they’ve always acted. Behind 
closed doors, they spar across 
the negotiation table; and be- 
fore camera lights, they quar- 
rel across picket lines. 

Throughout our nation in 
recent years, auto makers and 
textile workers, farm workers 
and health-care workers have 
come to recognize a stark real- 
ity: management and labor 
must begin to foster teamwork 
and cooperation to survive, 
prosper and reach common 
goals. The results have been 
innovative collective-bargain- 
ing agreements. 

Of course, our schools don’t 
manufacture tangible prod- 
ucts for the free market. 
They’re responsible for some- 
thing far more important and 
sustaining: imparting the 
knowledge and skills young 
people need to take their 
place as educated citizens in a 
democracy and as educated 
workers in the economy of 
tomorrow. 

In education, labor and 
management must forge part- 
nerships based on mutual re- 
spect and shared goals. Both 
boards and school employees 
must abandon dispute-focused 
ways of dealing with one an- 
other. “Putting the customer 
first” and being “competitive 
in a global market” are 
phrases we’re used to hearing 
when it comes to economic is- 
sues, but these concepts apply 
in our nation’s classrooms as 
well. Divisive relationships 
only hinder progress, create 
long-lasting animosity and be- 
get missed opportunities. 

The education climate is 
very volatile. Frustrated par- 
ents throughout the state real- 
ize that they can “vote with

their feet” by enrolling chil- 
dren in private or charter 
schools or even joining the 
ranks of the home-schooling 
movement. 

Wayne County Regional Ed- 
ucational Service Agency 
(RESA) is taking a leadership 
role in changing education’s 
traditional labor-management 
paradigm. Through workshop 
and programs, funded by a 
grant from the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service 
and through partnerships with 
other private and public sector 
organizations with the South- 
eastern Michigan Labor-Man- 
agement Committee, RESA is 
encouraging district and union 
negotiators to bridge the gap 
that separate them. 

These new management-la- 
bor partnerships, just as in 
other sectors, are ensuring 
that the competitive edge in 
the public school education re- 
mains sharp. School districts 
that remain mired in conflict 
need only be reminded of the 
days when the Bell System was 
the only phone company in 
town. School districts no 
longer have the non-private 
education monopoly. 

The world will only get 
smaller as our children grow 
older.

What has four tires, a 4.0 li- 
ter V-6 engine, can throw mud 
20 feet in the air and make you 
feel like you are driving one of 
those gigantic monster trucks? 1 

Give up? 

It’s the redesigned for ‘95 
Ford Ranger STX 4X4 edition. 
For 1995, Ford Ranger de- 
livers a hefty payload of safety 
and appearance improve- 
ments designed to please cus 
tomers and help the compact 
pickup truck maintain the 
market leadership it has held 
for eight years. 

All Ranger models have a 
new grille plus a new instru- 
ment panel and seat trim for 
1995. 

A driver’s side air bag is 
standard. Another major 
safety addition is a new front- 
end crush-energy' management 
system designed to absorb the 
energy of an impact. Its key 
components are a structural 
beam running from A-pillar to 
A-pillar and a one-piece mag- 
nesium steering wheel. 

Side impact protection is 
enhanced by side door guard 
beams. Front wheel disc 
brakes with an anti-lock brak- 
ing system (ABS) are standard 
on Ranger Models equipped 
with the optional 4.0 liter V-6 
engine and all four wheel 
drive models. Rear wheel ABS 
is standard on all Ranger 
models. 

The ranger option list has 
been expanded for 1995 to in- 
clude a six-way power drivers 
seat on SuperCab models, 15- 
inch aluminum wheels, and a 
remote entry system coupled 
with an anti-theft system that 
flashes the lights and sounds 


the horn if any tampering is 
attempted. 

Among the many other op 
tions available are an air con 
ditioner whose refrigerant is 
free of CFC’s, speed control, 
tilt steering wheel and an elec 
tronic audio system. 

There are two negative as- 
pects about the Ranger that 
are common for this type of ve 
hide no matter what brand 
name it carries. 


First, with a price of $22,075, 
the Ranger STX 4X4 is cer- 
tainly not cheap. For the price 
you receive an automatic 
transmission, a limited slip 
axle, power windows and 
locks, an anti-theft system with 
keyless entry, sliding rear win- 
dow, anti-lock brakes and a CD 
changer that can hold six CDs. 

The second down side is 
that the Ranger is a thirsty lit- 
tle bugger considering that its 
dimensions in length is not 
much different than an econo- 
box sedan. 

The first thing you will no- 
tice when you climb up into 


the Ranger’s cab is that it is 
quite a step up to gain access. 
This made me a bit leery when 
I first put the truck in drive, I 
thought that I would tip the 
thing over on the first turn I 
approached. To my surprise, 
the truck handled better than 
some of the cars that I have 
tested from other companies. 

The ride is harsh, but not 
unbearable, its what you 
should expect of a vehicle in 


this category. The Ranger 
should not be classified as an 
off-road vehicle, rather it 
should be considered a fun- 
mobile. Fun is exactly what 
you get, you can go skiing, 
mountain biking, motorcyc- 
ling, kayaking or whatever 
your favorite sport is with the 
confidence that you can get 
there no mater what the ter- 
rain is. You can do it in com- 
plete comfort. 

Way to go Ford, just work on 
getting the sticker price down 
so I, and everyone else can 
own and enjoy this vehicle.

The one-day event attracted 
more than 500 people to the 
three sites throughout the city 
of West! ind, the largest re- 
ported turn-out in the county. 

“The local communities, 
companies, and organizations 
that sponsor cleanup sites, and 
the thousands of people who 
have volunteered, make it 
clear they want to see the 
Rouge returned to the valu- 
able natural asset it once was,” 
said Hurley Coleman, presi- 
dent of Friends of the Rouge 
and Director of the Wayne 
County Parks System. 

Locally student and resi- 
dent volunteers pitched in 
their hands and a few hours of 
work to clean up area loca- 
tions, Holliday Nature Pre- 
serve, and sites at Ann Arbor 
;Road and Newburgh and 
Hines Drive at Ann Arbor 
Trail, the Tonquish and Willow' 
•Creeks (tributaries of the Mid- 
dle Rouge River). Rouge vol-

unteers were distributed 
protective gloves, garbage 
bags and instructions on re- 
moving fallen trees and debris 
from the river locations. 

The non profit community 
organizations, founded in 1986, 
launched the first Rouge Res- 
cue that year at 13 locals with 
more than 1,500 volunteers. 

According to Civitan Presi- 
dent Barbara Polich. the day’s 
w'ork included planting trees, 
storm drain cleanup, debris 
removal and the collection of 
returnable bottles and can 
that are redeemed to support 
the Friends of the Rouge Edu- 
cation Project. 

“We are very pleased with 
the more than 200 volunteers 
that have come out to help 
cleanup as well as the volun- 
teer services of the Holliday 
Nature Preserve, Westland 
Youth Assistance, Civitans and 
Friends of the Rouge,” said 
Polich.

In the world of track and field where time and distance 
are the essence of the game, an athlete may have little, if any, 
time to concentrate. 

Ask former Romulus High track star and present Univer- 
sity of Michigan sprinter Tearza Johnson what she thinks 
during a crucial race, and the answer may surprise you. 

She doesn’t. She runs. That's her answer. 

And Johnson, who is the 1995 Big Ten Conference indoor 
200-meter champion, and who also holds the Big Ten’s third- 
fastest time in the outdoor event this season (23.86) is quick 
to point out that those who do usually pay dearly for their 
thoughts. 

“You don’t have time to think, and If you do you will lose 
the race,” added Johnson, one of the finest sprinters to ever 
compete for Romulus High, according to her former high 
school coach, Ron Bayes. 

“You get off the block and you go. There is no time to think 
or wonder or anything.” 

The body just pushes off the block, the knees pumping 
high and the hands cutting through the air. A few steps into 
the race, the athlete enters the twilight zone, where the 
metaphysical begins and reality is somewhere beyond, and 
all conscious behavior stops for seconds that feei like a 
lifetime. 

You continue to call upon all of your training, all of your 
strength to reach that predetermined destination, and once 
you return to reality you swear you’ll never do it again. 

Oh, but you do. Because you love it. 

“If you pause to think who’s alongside of you or what’s 
happening, you will suffer. Believe me you will. Your race is 
against time. Not against individuals. If you think about who 
is next to you, you’re out of it.” 

The world of reality shuts down with the blast of the 
starter’s gun as the knees and the aims, and the body, work- 
ing in a motion developed through years of hard work and 
coaching takes over. 

“You don’t think. You know what you have to do. And you 
do it.” 

It took only one race, when she was in the third grade in 
her native Georgia, to set the course of Tearza’s life, accord- 
ing to her mother, Judy Phillips. 

“Tearza had competed in one of those field-day programs 
which included running events,” recalls Mrs. Phillips, “and 
afterwards she came to me and said she knew what she 
wanted to do. 

“Tearza said she wanted to run, and she asked me to 
promise her that I would never stop her.” 

Tearza’s mother agreed. 

And Tearza has been running ever since. When the family 
moved to Romulus from Georgia, it was the magic of track 
that smoothed the transition. Romulus coaches found an 
unpolished gem in the graceful Johnson, who began a three-

year varsity career as a ninth grader. 

“She is not only a natural talent,” pointed out Bayes, a 
seasoned track coach with 10 years of experience. “ Tearza 
was one of the hardest workers I have ever coached.

as a junior alter finishing among the top three in the 100 and 
200 meter events. 

Highly recruited by college coaches, Johnson decided to 
attend the University of Michigan “because of the univer- 
sity’s academic standards and because she could identify 
with the coaches.” 

Wolverine coach James Henry believes that there is a 
competitiveness in Tearza Johnson that could make her a 
"phenomenal talent”. 

And that’s what she will have to become - phenomenal if 
she has any plans in the future to become a member of U.S. 
Olympic Track & Field Team, according to the U of M coach. 

"This is a young athlete who is very aggressive and 
scrappy,” says Henry. “This is an athlete who cut 1 1/2 sec- 
onds off her time in the 200 and is also a student who has a 
3.3 GPA. We’re talking about a very intelligent person who is 
a very hard worker. 

“That kind of combination spells success in any endeavor 
and I believe she has a good chance of making the (Olympic) 
team if she puts her heart to the challenge.” 

But Henry reiterated - “you have to be a phenomenal 
athlete to compete in the Olympics. That’s the bottom line. 
No one makes it to the Olympics who is mediocre.” 

Incidentally, the 1996 Olympics will be staged in Atlanta, 
Georgia. It would be a fitting homecoming for the local 


sprinter. 

Johnson showed she has what it takes to be a winner. She 
captured the Big 10 Conference indoor title in the 200-meters 
with a 24.21. a victory that established her as one of the finest 
sprinters in the country. She ran seventh in the 100 (11.68). 

But injuries stopped her in the outdoor version of the 
conference championships. 

When Tearza Johnson arrived on the collegiate scene, 
Henry was the first to admit he didn’t “see a blue chip 
athlete” in the newcomer. 

"What she was in my opinion is what I like to say is a blue 
collar athlete, one who works hard to get where she or he 
wants to go. That was and is Tearza Johnson.’’ 

The 37-year-old Henry also warns that the transition from 
high school to college athlete is not a natural and easy one. 
You may be a star in high school, but a mediocre athlete in 
college, his experience has shown him. 

Success is deep rooted in “hard work” and few reach 
superstar status, but if they do the rewards are great. 

Johnson agrees that hard work is the key, but athletes are 
the ones who determine their destinies. 

“You know your body better than anyone else,” says 
Tearza. “ You know what it takes. The sacrifices you want to 
make. There can be no distractions - just commitments - if 
you want to succeed. I have always been taught that if you 
work hard enough you will make it.” 

And presently Johnson’s thoughts are not on her track 
career, but about her future. She wants to make the grades to 
get into the University of Michigan Law School. 

“I want to be a lawyer,” she says. “That’s my goal.” 

It’s one race that you know Tearza Johnson is going to win.

Handling stress can ease tension in the workplace

When employees gather at 
the water cooler or employers 
sit around the board table, a 
common topic among them is 
stress in the workplace. 

Last Wednesday, business 
people gathered at the Canton 
Chamber of Commerce meet- 
ing to develop skills to deal 
with the ever-present problem 
of workplace stress. 

John Sterner of Lifeskills 
training was the guest speaker 
at the noon meeting. 

“What we know about life is 
that it happens to everyone - 
the rain falls on the just and 
the unjust,” said Sterner, the 
author of four books. “Stress 
affects all of us.” 

Simply put, if people can 
keep a good perspective on 
life, keep healthy, maintain 
control over their lives and 
have good relationships with 
family members and friends, 
they are better equipped to 
successfully deal with stress. 

According to Sterner, one of 
the major causes of stress is 
change. 

“Stress is the body’s physi- 
cal reaction to any change in 
the environment, and now 
things are changing faster than 
ever before,” said Sterner. “In 
the past, the Detroit Tigers and 
Lions were winning and the 
Red Wings were losing, now 
that has turned around. Our 
enemies of the past are now 
our friends, and the countries 
that were once our friends are 
now our enemies. Even that 
changes from year to year.” 

Sterner said we are affected 
by the “fight or flight” re- 
sponse to stress. 

“Our adrenalin flows and 
our hearts race in the same 
way that cave dwellers reacted 
when they faced a tiger. Now, 
there’s no tiger, but our minds 
and bodies haven’t caught up

Sterner said he credits 
“stuff he learned in Sunday 
School” for a lot of his 
knowledge. 


“That same information is 
now coming to us in business 
books, and, you know what, it s 
good business. It makes 
money,” Sterner said. 

Sterner said there are four 
kinds of customers that sales 
people routinely deal with 
those with money who are easy 
to deal with, those who have 


money and are hard to deal 
with plus those with little 
money who are either easy or 
hard to deal with. 

Of the four. Sterner advises 
sales people to drop those who 
don’t have much money and 
are hard to deal with. 

“Life is too short to try to 
curry the favor of someone 


who can't help you." Sterner 
said, giving the only piece of 
cynical advise of the day. 

Sterner questioned the au 
dience. “Do you like your job 
e^Gugh that you would like to 
Have your son or daughter fol 
low in your footsteps? If not. 
why do you work at a job that 
you wouldn’t want your child 


to have?” 

The psychologist suggested 
that people check their job 
lists. : 

"Remember who makes the 
list." he said. “You do.”

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kind of story for animation,” 
Pentecost said. “Not everyone 
in the beginning was comfort- 
able with this kind of story. 
Some were saying it was too 
series and too live action. But 
Joe said ‘You can’t do every- 
thing the same. You have to do 
some things different.’ 

“Joe created some of these 
great characters in Pocahontas, 
Meeko and Flit.” 

Creating an animation takes 
a great deal of team effort, ac- 
cording to Pentecost. 

“There is all different de- 
grees, tasks, of putting some- 
thing together like this,” 
Pentecost said. “The first is do- 
ing your research. The whole 


visual look of the film took an 
entire different group of peo- 
ple developing the consistent 
style. It also takes a lot of imag- 
ination to make this happen.” 

Approximately 600 people 
worked on Pocahontas offering 
ideas, design concepts and 
character analysis. 

“What I realized while 
working on this film is there is 
a big difference between pro- 
ducing on stage versus film,” 
said Pentecost. “With film, 
there is such a collaborative 
effort, team work with these 
people. It is a great group of 
very passionate, articulate ar- 
tists who are use to that give 
and take.

Audiences of all ages have 
enjoyed his work on stage, and 
now the dynamic Broadway 
producer/director/stage man- 
ager, James Pentecost, has cast 
himself in a different role-one 
of a film producer. 

Pentecost makes his motion 
picture debut with Pocahontas. 
His list of credits include the 
Broadway hits of Crimes of the 
Heart, La Cage Aux Folles, Ro- 
mance, Romance, and Gypsy. 

He has worked with nu- 
merous theater greats includ- 
ing A1 Pacino, Tennessee 
Williams, Jule Styne, Phyllis 
Newman and Arthur Laurents.

“I know at one point in time 
when we were putting the 
movie together, we knew we 
needed more animal business. 
So I was able to pull together 
the other directors and story 
people of Aladdin and Beauty 
and the Beast and we said 
‘Help us.”’ 

It was that kind of gener- 
osity, give and take, that pro- 
duced the outstanding special 
effects in Pocahontas, accord- 
ing to Pentecost. 

“As long as you are able to 
keep making decisions, which 
is part of my job, then you are 
in the right direction,” Pen- 
tecost said. “We had two direc- 
tors on this film, and it was my 
job to help them find common 
ground because they didn’t al- 
ways agree on things.” 

What did Pentecost enjoy 
the most being a producer on 
his first animation? 

“I love recording sessions 
and working with the actors,” 
Pentecost said. “Seeing your 
first scene in color was thrill- 
ing. To go from what was an 
idea on paper to a story sketch 
to a scene that actually moved 
and lived and breathed. It was 
all thrilling.” 

Disney has had many suc- 
cessful animations throughout 
the years. It will be the her- 
oine in this flick, however, 
which will set this film aside 
from the others, according to 
Pentecost. 

“The heroine is certainly 
the strongest and most devel- 
oped we have had,” said Pen- 
tecost. “Belle was certainly a 
strong person in Beauty and 
the Beast. But, Pocahontas has 
more substance.” 

What did Pentecost learn 
from producing his first 
animation? 

“You learn that no matter 
what age you are you can find 
teachers of all professions who 
are willing to help you,” Pen- 
tecost said.

Beyond the imagination 

3hief Disney animator creates a powerful leader

He was one of the chief ani- 
mators on what is expected to 
be the hottest animation flick 
of all time, Pocahontas, and 
Ruben Aquino said he enjoyed 
every stroke of the pencil in 
creating his character. 

1 Aquino was responsible for 
bringing to life Chief Pow- 
hatan, the mighty Indian and 
father of Pocahontas. 

“I just finished work on 
Powhatan a few months ago,” 
said Aqunio. “It's kind of diffi- 
cult to finish a character be- 
cause it's like saying goodbye 
to a friend. 

“You work for at least a year 
on a character. By the end of 
the year you feel you have re- 
ally gotten to know the charac- 
ter. Then, all of a sudden, it’s 
all over. You feel like you have 
to say goodbye to someone you 
shared so much with.” 

Aquino has the unique tal- 
ent of instilling a unique per- 
sonality and emotion into each 
of his characters he has 
worked on throughout the

years. 

One would think the Florida 
native was born with a pen or 
pencil in his hand, however, 
his initial career goal was 
architecture. 

“I studied architecture in 
college,” Aquino said. “When I 
was a kid I watched Disney an- 
imation. but I never thought I 
would make it a career. My fa 

v 


tiler encouraged me to get into 
architecture because I was 
good in science and art.” 

Aquino spent four years 
studying architecture at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

“I graduated in 1975, and I 
couldn't find any jobs in archi 
tecture.” said Aquino. “We 
were in the middle of a reces 
sion I decided tn go to Hon 


olulu where my folks were 
living. That turned out to be 
jumping from the frying pan 
into the fire because I couldn’t 
find any work there either. 

“I went into graphic arts for 
four years. I really wasn’t en- 
joying it as much because 
where I was working the se- 
nior members of the firm were 
doing all the fun stuff, and 1 


was doing the forms. 

One day an animation stu- 
dio arrived in Honolulu look- 
ing for trainees. Aquino heard 
the door of opportunity knock- 
ing and opened it. 

“They were looking for ani- 
mation trainees mostly to work 
on commercials,” said Aquino. 
“Then, I moved to Los Angeles 
and started in Hanna Barbera 
where I worked a year. The 
next year I got accepted at 
Disney.” 

Aquino’s first feature film, 
Mickey's Christmas Carol, in- 
volved work as an “in- 
betweener”. 

“It was a featurette. 23 min- 
utes in length,” said Aquino. 
“Since then I have worked on 
The Great Mouse Detective. I was 
promoted to supervising ani- 
mator on Oliver and Company. 

“The next picture 1 had the 
most fun on was The Little Mer- 
maid. I did the Sea Witch, 
Ursula.”

Know ERA rules 
before disposal 

Many of us have IRAs. They 
offer the simplest — not to 
mention one of the few 
remaining — tax shelters 
available to the average 
taxpayer. 

Prior to 1987, anyone who had 
wages could deduct money put 
into an individual retirement 
account. Even though there are 
now restrictions on who can 
deduct IRA contributions, they 
are still very' popular. 

Be aware, though, that you 
cannot keep your money in those 
accounts indefinitely. The IRS 
does want to recoup the tax 
break you received, so there are 
some very definite rules about 
taking distributions. 

MOST OF YOU probably know 
that there are penalties for 
taking so called “premature” 
distributions. If you are under 
age 59Vfe, any amount you take 
out is premature. 

If one of the exceptions does 
not apply to your specific 
instance, the penalties tax-wise 
are quite heavy, so think long 
and hard about it. Make sure 
you are aware of what it will 
cost you before you decide. 

From age 59Vi until age 70Vfc, 
you may take out any amounts 
you wish, with no additional 
penalty. Of course these amounts 
will be taxable with the rest of 
your income, unless you have 
made non-deductible IRA 
contributions. 

BUT AT AGE 70M* you are 
required to take money out of 
your IRA account. 

The required beginning date 
for withdrawing either the 
whole amount in your account or 
to begin receiving periodic 
contributions is April 1 of the 
year following the year in which 
you turn 70Vi. 

You may take out more than 
the required minimum, and the 
“periodic” payments can be just 
once a year. If you wish to take 
out the minimum amount, it is 
very important that this amount 
is figured correctly. 

If you take out less than you 
are supposed to, the IRS charges 
a penalty of 50 percent of the 
deficiency. Since Social Security 
can be taxable if there is enough 
other income, many people are 
trying to avoid any additional 
income. 

DO NOT TRY to take out less 
than you should from IRAs. The 
penalty is just too great. 

The required minimum 
distribution can be determined 
by several methods, but usually 
you must stay with the method 
you have chosen. Be sure 
whomever is in charge of your 
IRA lets you know what options 
you have. 

The method of distribution 
you choose can affect the 
options open to your beneficiary. 
Be sure to take this into 
consideration also. If you have 
more than one IRA account, you

Chairman Richard Manoogian said 
in a written statement. 

“A PROSPECTIVE divestiture of 
our home furnishings businesses 
would enable us to better focus on 
our traditional home improvement 
and building products businesses 
which have historically achieved 
outstanding performance.” 

The furniture holdings represent 
an investment of $1.7 billion on the 
Masco balance sheet, but it is be- 
lieved that the current value is $1 
billion, which would mean a $700 
million non-cash charge to the 
Masco bottom line if sold. 

Manoogian also said Masco is in- 
tent on keeping the holdings as a sin 
gie group, and stated that the group 
would retain a higher value and bet- 
ter serve customers and employees. 

THE STATED options of divesti- 
ture being looked into would be to 
create a new independent public 
company with a public stock offer- 
ing, a spin-off to Masco share- 
holders or an outright sale. 

Masco posted total 1994 sales at 
$4.5 billion, with net income totaling 
$194 million. Masco Treasurer 
John NichollsJr.said Merrill Lynch 
is currently working on a book out- 
lining what the furniture division is 
and does After that’s finished — 
likely later this week — then pro- 
spective buyers may be contacted, 
he said, adding that there is no one 
in the wings ready to purchase the 
group at present.

Q: Iam6lyearsoldanddraw- 
ing Social Security. 1 am think- 
ing of getting a part-time job to 
supplement my income, llow 
much can I earn before it will af- 
fect my Social Security benefits? 

A: In 1995. ifyou are under age 

65, you can earn $8,160 and receive 
full Social Security benefits for the 
year Forevery$2you earn over that 
amount, you will lose $1 in benefits. 

Next year, when you turn age 65, 
the annual exempt amount will in- 
crease. In 1995 for those Social Secu-

rity recipients age 65 through 69. the 
annual exempt amount is $11,280 

In addition, for persons in that age 
group, they will lose $1 in benefits 
for every' $3 they earn over the ex- 
empt amount. 

Once you reach age 70, there is no 
limit on earnings and no loss of ben- 
efits regardless of your earnings 
amount. 

Thereisaspecial monthly rulefor 
people who retire during the year 
They will be allowed to receive ben- 
efits for the remainder of the year, 
regardless of their earnings before 
retirement 


They can receive full benefits for 
any month that they do not exceed 
the monthly exempt amount ($680 
under age 65. $940 if 65 through 69) 

It is important to note that certain 
income does not count as ‘•earnings" 
against your annual exempt 
amount. This income includes in- 
come from Social Security, Veterans 
Administration benefits, retire- 
ment pay, pensions and inheritance 
of gifts It also includes interest in- 
come, income from annuities and 
other investment income such as 
stock dividends. 


Earningsthat must be included in 
these calculations are wages and 
net earnings from self employment 
Wages include commissions, fees, 
vacation pay, bonuses and sever- 
ance pay.

foam fire protection system 

The Woodhaven facility was 
opened as a refinery in 1929, and Mo- 
bil acquired it in 1931 The refinery 
stayed in operation, employing ap- 
proximately 200 people, until 1973 
when Mobil’s Joliet, III., facility re- 
placed it. 

The facility then served as a petro- 
leum product storage facility and lu- 
bricant plant that employed about 
60people until last year when it was 
closed for renovations. 

MOBIL THEN went in, disas- 
sembled much of the old refinery 


and manufacturing facilities and 
updated much of the storage area 
and utilities. 

The Woodhaven facility now em- 
ploys 60 people and replaces the 
Dearborn facility, which was closed 
and consolidated with the Wood- 
haven facility in February. 

The facility now receives fuel via 
pipeline from the Illinois refinery, 
and distributes fuel to about 300 sta- 
tions with a fleet of 20 tankers. The 
facility supplies an area ranging 
from Monroe to Pontiac, and Ann Ar- 
bor to Jackson, including the metro 
Detroit area 

JOE MEAD, plant manager and 
Brownstown resident, said he not 
only is an employee of the company, 
but he also has a vested interest in 


Downriver, since he also grew up in 
the area 

"I was born in Wyandotte and 
grew up Downriver, and it’s nice to 
see things done right in the commu- 
nity I grew up in," Mead said “This 
(his background) helps add subs- 
tance to Mobil’s relationship with 
the community. Our reputation with 
the community speaks for itself, and 
we’re a good corporate neighbor.” 

Mayor John Zarotney said the 
move is positive, and acknowledged 
his pleasure that Mobil is moving 
ahead with the modernization 

"Anybody that travels through 
Woodhaven really notices the build- 
ings there are pretty shabby,"
